James Farrell, James Kelly, Reginald Hale, Vasslllos Catavelas 


and W. D. Douglas are on the passenger list. .William Sage, it is supposed, is the son of John Sage, named with 


his family iri trie-steerage list. Both father and son were among the lost. Henry D. Hanson and W.Vear are not 


,on the lists of any of the passengers. The bodies of the members of the crew sent In the second list have been 


Identified and the names are, therefore, correct. :

A wireless message has been sent by the White Star line to the cable ship Maekay-Bennett, now searching 


the scene of the Titanic disaster for bodies of the victims, for a list of the identified dead, in orderto verify the 


list of 27 names that were received by wireless last night. Several names appear on this first list which are not 


(o be found on the passenger list and it is believed that either they are members of the crew or the names have been 


garbled in wireless transmission so that they are not recognized. It was learned today that Jonkheer G. Ruchlin, 


managing director of the Holland-American line had gone down with the Titanic. 
It was not known that he had 


sailed on the Titanic until recently and bis name did'not appear on any of the passenger lists of those lost and

NEW YORK^Aprll 23—An additional list of 15 names of persons who perished in the Titanic disaster and 


whose bodies have been recovered was matie public today by the White Star line. The list was received in a 


wireless telegram from the cable ship Mackay-Bsnnett, which also announced that a total of seventy-seven bodies 


had been recovered to date. Of the 15 names 12 are those of passengers. 
. 


The name of Mrs. Mary McNamee appears on the list of steerage passengers who sailed from Qiieenstown. 


There is no Mrs.- McN&mee but there is a Neal McNamee on the steerage list. Mary Wadigan is not on the book- 


ings but the name of Maggie Matligan is listed. James Farrell, James Kelly, Reginald Hale, Vassilios Catavelas 


and W. D. Douglas are on the passenger list. William Sage, it is supposed, is the son of John Sage, named with 


his family in the steerage list. Both father and son were among the lost. Henry'D. Hanson and W. Vear are not 


on the lists of any of the passengers. The bodies of the members of the crew sent in the second list have been 


Identified and the names are, therefore, correct. 


A wireless message lias been sent by the White Star line to tlie cable ship Mackay-Bennett, now searching 


the scene of the Titanic disaster for bodies of the victims, for a list of the identified dead, in order to verify the 
list of 27 names-that were received by wireless last night. Several names appear on this first list which are not 


to be found on the passenger list and it is believed that either they are members of the crew or the names have been 


garbled in wireless transmission so that they are not recognized. It was learned today that Jonkheer G. Ruchlin, 


managing director of the Holland-American line had gone down with the Titanic. It'was not known that he had 


sailed on the Titanic until recently and his name did not appear on any of the passenger lists of those lost and 


those saved. Mr. Ruchlin was coming to this country to arrange business relative to 
the

Panama canal.

Not one of them was saved, although many of them were off duty and these had some chance of climbing 


to the deck. While 'it will never be known just what happened it is believed that every one went back to his post 


instead of to thc;decks.
